respects ever held in tbo State. TlK'ie 
ware four State tickets in the field; the 
Silver, the Populist's the Republican 
and the Democratic. The Silver party, 
which two years ago carried the State 
by a large majority, divided on men. 
The Silver party adopted a platform 
which uot only every friend of free 
coinage, but every friend of reform in 
the State, could endorse, und nomin- 
ated a ticket v hich commended itself 
to every Nevaclan. This, however, was 
not satisfactory to certain person" iu 
Beuo and they held a Mass Convention, 
rahashed the Silver party platform and 
nominated a State ticket, bnt only four 
of the nominees accepted. Encouraged 
by the divi&ion the Republicans, who 
had no hope of carrying the State, 
when they held their convention saw 
their opportunity and availed them- 
selves of it 
They applauded the dis- 


sentors and made votes by doing so, 
bat not enough to elect their tickat. 


At midnight tbe returns indicate the 


election of the whole Silver ticket by 
a large majority. Ne ,\ 1 mde is certainly 
elected t<> Congress. Jones is elected 
Governor by a decisive majority and 
thera is not n-uch doubt of the elec- 
tion of the whole ticket, except, per- 
haps, State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction.

Holcouib», 
Peoples' party candidate for Governor, 
is elected in Nebraska, but Peuce is 
probably defeated for Congress in Colo- 
rado.

Ilio Black Ocyser of San JTellpe.

CtUn«ot«aguo Island. 


There is a gsuig of froo lovers ou Chin- 


cotenguo island that has greatly demor- 
alized the people und caused no end of 
trouble. One man, Thomas Bowden, 
haa recently been killed, and more trou- 
ble ia expected. Joe Lynch is the leader 
of the gang, and many of tho ignoran' 
icople hnvo become his followers. It is 
said thutr Lynch obtained permission 
Iroin the authorities of Accomao county 
;o perform marriage nnd other cere- 
monies usually pertaining to a minister 
of tho gospel, and in n short time he 
promulgated doctrines that havo led to 
much trouble. 


One of those doctrines— and the one 


productive of tho most trouble—is that 
9aoh member of tho baud is to select a 
'watchman," the man to chooso a wom- 
an, nnd vice versa. The couples meet 
alono together to study Scripture and 
"meditate." As these "meditations" 
freqnently last nearly all night, and 
tho "twos'' seldom being man and wife, 
thero is considerable objection to the 


meditating,'' especially when a ' 'eauc- 


tifled" wife of au "unsonctifled" man 
meditates until 9 or 8 a. m. with one of 
the brethren. Nor do tho unsanctifled 
wives feel a sufficient confidence in their 
' 'sanctified'' husbands to sit contentedly 
at home knowing that they are meditat- 
ing and talking Scripture with another 
woman who is perhaps younger and 
prettier. Lynch has given it out that 
all persons who are married according 
to legal form or by an "unsanotifled" 
minister are in 'the eyes of God guilty 
of breaking the seventh commandment 
and that the children of such unions are 
illegitimate. These are a few of the 
teachings of this fanatic, all of them 
being on a par with the instances given. 


The lamentable feature of the case is 


that Lynch's followers believe him and 
are energetic in making proselytes. A 
branch "church" was started at Wil- 
liamsville, Del,, and quite a number 
have embraced the "sanctified" idea. A 
few believers also live nt Box Iron, in 
this county, a small hamlet near the 
Sinepuxent bay and near Chinooteaguo. 
An astonishing feature about these peo- 
ple is the readiness with which they 
quote Scripture and point out how sin 
ful every one except the "sancti^ed" 
are. To do this they display much skill 
in, taking scraps of the truth and bever- 
ing them from the contest to excuse the 
excesses committed by themselves. The 
citizens of Chinooteague havo got a 
white elephant on their hands that they 
wpuld like very much to be rid of, and 
this desire has only been strengthened 
by the killing of Bowden. —Biohmond 
State.

alliauoo e\eu now, and none would duie 
to question its will after it, had rear- 
ranged it'- Toices iu frank itcoguitiou ol 
all its refapoiiHDihtieB. It is not merely 
that the combined naviea would bo 
strong. 


Far more weighty aio tho cou&ulora- 


tions that the British empire and tho 
United States share between them near- 
ly all the work of providing other cotm 
tries with tho food, raw material and 
manufactures which those countries 
cannot provide at home, and ol carrying 
the ocean borne trade of the world. The 
interests of your ever gi owing commerce 
require the maintenance, if not of peace, 
at least of open ports everywhere. Why 
should not your combined Bevies de 
clare, "We refuse henceforth to ac- 
knowledge the right of any civilized 
power to close her ports or the ports ol 
another power by blockade or other- 
wise?" Surely that would sound tho 
knell of war.—Fortnightly Review.
